Justice of the Peace Isaac W. Campbell of Clayton, indicted 
‘by the late St. Louis County grand jury on the charge of having 


a bribe of $40 to dismiss a case, was arrested Monday and 
ed in the gga Court and pleaded not guilty to the indict- 


ment. 

The specific charge in the indictment 
fis that Campbell accepted the money 
from Attorney E. F. Cunningham in be- 
half of Arthur Ellegood, a street car 
conductor, and his cousin, Rolla Kyles 

_ of Paducah, Ky., who had been charged 
before Campbell with having made a 
deadly assault upon Joseph Ruby of 
' Bt. Louis on a Creve Coeur car. 

Ruby was cut in an altercation with 
'Willegood and Lyles. He lingered for 
_gome time at the City Hospital before 
. being able to appear to prosecute Elle- 
good and Lyles. They remained two 
days in the Clayton Jail before being 
released on bonds signed by eae 
Wiedner. 

Cunningham is understood to be ready 
to testify that he obtained the money to 
pay Campbell from Miss Ella Carter, 
half sister of Ellegood, after he had 
seen Justice of the Peace Campbell at 

-Autenreith’s saloon in Clayton. He 
said Campbell told him he would dis- 
miss the case on payment of $4. 


Capiases were issued at Clayton Mon- 
day against 16 others indicted by the 
late grand jury. 

Coincident with the opening of the 


September term of the St. Louis County 
Circuit Court in Clayton Monday the 
Republican County Central Committee 


had also a meeting. Before the meet- 
ing of the committee one of the mem- 
bers said some action would be taken 
regarding the recommendation of the 
last grand jury that a new grand jury 


be empaneled to continue the investiga- 
tion of charges of official graft. After 


the meeting it was said no definite de- 
cision on this point had been reached. 

It was thought that Judge McElhin- 
ney, on convening court, would give 
some expression as to whether he de- 
sired another grand jury. The Court 
was busy all morning hearing the mo- 
tions of attorneys. Judge McElhinney

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“I Never Thought to Take a 
Human Life,’’ Labadie 
Tells Coroner.

JURY: EXONERATES HIM 








House Which Was Scene of 
Tragedy Had Been His 
Home 71 Years. 


James I’. Labadie, 71 years old, who 
shot and killed a purgiar in his house 
at 517 South Third street. faced a Coro- 
ner’s jury Monday and told in a quaint 
way of the circumstances attending the 


tragedy. He was promptly exonerated. 

The scene of the shooting is a quaint 
house of two stories, which was built 
almost ninety years ago. It stands a 
short way back from the street, from 
which it is separated by a high picket 
fence. The house is newly painted a 
brilliant scarlet, with green blinds. 

Labadie was born and reared in the 
old house, and in the 70 years of his ex- 
istence has not slept away from under 
its roof except for two weeks. 

‘I have lived almost seventy-one yoars 
and I never thought to kill a man,” said 
Labadie with trembling lips, as he be- 
gan his testimeny. His eyes filled with 
tears and he took no pains to conceal 
his emotion. 

Ever since the death of my sister 
three years ago, I have lived alone in 
the old house,”” he continued. ‘My 
brothers have tried to pursuade me to 
live elsewhere, and I tried it for two 
weeks and then went back. They told 
me if I continued to live there alone, 
something would happen which I would 
regret—and it has. 

Never Feared Intrusion. 

“T have never taken the pains to lock 
or even close my windows, for I never 
feared an attack. Saturday night I 
went to beg at the usual hour and left 
the windows open slightly, merely 
closing the blinds. 

“About 2 o’clock I woke up and saw 
that one of the blinds was partly open. 
‘Has there been a storm?’ I asked my- 
self. 

“Then I got up on my elbow and 
looked more closely and saw the dark 
figure of a man silhouetted against the 
sky. At first I thought it was some of 
the boys in the neighborhood playing a 
joke on me, and that when they saw 
that I knew they were there and called 
to them they would go away. 

“Tl took my révolver from under the 
bed and shouted to him to go away, 
but he kept coming. When he had half 
of his body through the window I fired 
and he threw himself out, breaking the 
glass. I fired twice again as I saw the 
man run toward the fence and go over 
it like a cat. 

“Then I heard a policeman cry: 
snoot again, I’ve got him.’ 
guess that’s all. 

“T was going to have some of the old 
citizens here to testify to my “good 
character. My grandfather came to St. 
Louis in 1700, and Labadie avenue was 
named after the family. I worked for 
24 years for the Sickles Saddlery Co., 
until I was so badly hurt that I couldn't 
work any, more, and I have two broth- 
ers who have worked for that firm since 
1853."’

This would account for the hat 
being seen below the bridge so long 
after the tragedy.

Steam Pipe Broken, Hissing 
Alarms Others Emplo ed 
on Building. 





A steel caisson, 20 fect high, standing 
upright, with two workmen inside, top- 
pled over Monday at Broadway and 
Pine street and fell on an engine which 
was under fuli steam. 

Oscall Wall and Patrick Hannigan, 
inside the caisson, were hurt. Wall’s 
head struck a cement bucket and his 
scalp was torn. 
cut. 

The caisson was one used in sinking 
the foundations for the Bank of Com- 
merce Building addition. It was a hol- 
low cylinder of steel six feet in diame- 
ter, with another cylinder of steel 30 
inches in diameter in its center. 


Men in Constant Peril. 
Inside this cylinder, between the out- 


side and the inside pipes, Wall and Han- 
nigan were at work tamping down soft 
concrete that was being fiilled into it 
to weight it down. 

The ground beneath the caisson was 
soft, and as the weight of the concrete 
inside the big steel tube increased, it 
settled at one side and shortly before 11 
a. m. fell over. 

A donkey engine stood close to the 
caisson, and the caisson fell across it, 
breaking a pipe which let all the steam 
escape. 

The hissing of the escaping steam, the 
sight of the big caisson lying across the 
engine, and the appearance of the two 
men scrambling frantically out with 
faces and hands cut, alarmed their fel- 
low workers. 

The others thought the engine 
might explode, and ran behind posts 
and piles of steel plates and lumber. 

The loss to the contractors by the 
falling of the caisson will be several 
hundred dollars. The concrete will 
have to be dug out and the caisson 
lifted again to an upright position. 

The work of sinking these bank 
foundations to bedrock 65 feet below 
has been unusually difficult, expen- 
sive and hazardous. 

A stratum of quicksand was struck 
in Sinking the shafts for the founda- 
tion pillars, and no ordinary method 
of tunneling could go through it. The 
Sand and water ran in as fast as it 
was pumped out. 

Men Under Compressed Air. 

Then the caisson system was adopt- 
ed and a steel cylinder filled with con- 
crete was sunk. 

Inside its bottom is a compartment 
filled with compressed air, where the 
workmen dig. 

As they remove the quicksand the 
Caisson sinks. 

It was one of these caissons, almost 
ready to be sunk into the earth, that 
fell.

30, which was bound from Quebec to 
Boston, loaded At 


Canaan the conductor was given a dis- 
patch which stated that No. 30 was one 
hour and 10 minutes late. Instead of 
taking the siding at Canaan, the con- 
ductor of the freight naturally con- 
cluded he had plenty of time to reach 
a switeh five miles north of Canaan. 

But it was No. 34 which was late. No. 30 
wasrunning only afew minutes behind 
schedule time, and had passed North 
Canaan and just rounded a curve when 
it met the freight. It was not yet day- 
light and the trains were within 200 
feet of each other before either engineer 
saw the approaching danger. 

Engine Crews Jumped. 

Both engine crews jumped and saved 
themselves. The trains met with a ter- 
rific crash. Both were going at a high 
speed and there was a dense fog.

er. All the killed and injured were in 
the passenger coach and smoker. Not 
one in the passenger coach escaped un- 
hurt. The engine and front cars of the 
freight were demolished. 

The moment after it happened train 
hands who had e#taped injury and pas- 
sengers in the sleeping cars were look- 
lag upon one of the worst wrecks ever 
seen in New Hampshire. 

The cries and moans of the injured 
prompted speedy action. Out from un- 
der broken beams and splintered joints 
bleeding forms were dragged and laid 
on broken backs of seats and blankets 
from the sleeping car. Wounds were 


j hastily bound up with torn sheets from 


the berths, and such other help as 
could be hastily provided was given. 
The dead were placed beside the track 
to await more satisfactory disposition. 
Many of the dead were French Cana- 
dians. 

Canaan Station is 60 miles north of 
Concord. 

Fortunately another passenger train 
from Quebec was not far behind the 
wrecked one. This train left White Riv- 
er Junction a few minutes after 5 o’clock 
with doctors and others anxious to aid 
the injured. 

The dead were all removed to Con- 
cord. Many of the bodies are in such a 
condition that identification was diffi- 


| cult. The injured were taken to hospi- 


tals at Hanover.

“SYNTHESUS OF HERESY” 


Provides for a Council in Every 
Diocese to Combat Popular 
“Errors.” 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
ROME, Sept. 16.—The Observatore Ro- 


mano, organ of the Vatican, today is- 
sued an important encyclical of Pope 
Pius X, on “Modernism,” which really 


is a completion of his retent syllabus. 
The document sets forth that modern- 
ism is a serious danger to the church, 
refers in detail to the various features 
of modernism, condenms it as danger- 
ous in philosophy, faith, theology, his- 
tory, criticism and reforms, and arrives 
at the conclusion that modernism is a 
synthesus of all heresy and must log- 
ically lead to atheism. 
Provisions of Encyclical. 

The encyclical makes the following 
provisions: 

1. The teaching of philosophy, positive 
theology, etc., is to be carried on in the 
church, schools and universities, but in 
a Catholic spirit. 

2. Modernists are to be removed from 
professorships and the direction of edu- 
cational institutions. 

3. The clergy and faithful are not to 
be allowed to read modernist publica- 
tions. 

4. A committee of censorship is to be 
established in every diocese to pass up- 
on the publications which the clergy and 
faithful shall be permitted to read. 


5. The encyclical of the late Pope Leo 
XIII prohibiting the clergy from as- 
suming direction of publications without 
their bishop's permission and providing 
for supervision of the work of ecclest- 
astical writers is confirmed. 

6. Ecclesiastical congresses, except on 
rare occasions, are prohioited. 

7. A council tis to be constituted in 
every diocese to combat modern errors.

Howell caught 
one of Pitcher Killian’s curves on the 
end of his bat and drove it on a line into 
the oleachers. 

The spectators stood up an. shouted 
themselves hoarse as the pitcher made 
the circuit of the bases and tied the 
score, Detroit having made one run in 
the first inning. 

Duesenberg, 17 years old, a clerk in 
the office of the German Consulate, 408 
Olive street, was among the crowd of 
wildly enthusiastic ‘‘rooters’’ in the left- 
field bleachers. As the umpire and 
players walked along the foul line they 
stopped for a moment in front of the 
bleachers. Some one threw a bottle and 
it fell near the players. 


Bottle Was Filled. 

In a delirium of, joy Duesenburg arose 
in his seat and threw a bottle, filled 
with a soft drink. Straight as an ar- 
row it flew toward Umpire Evans. It 
struck him at the bas Jf the skull and 
he fell as if he had been shot. The bot- 
tle was broken into a. “*ouvsand rieces 
and bits of it sprinkled the players who 
were standing near. It weighed, with 
its contents, 23 ounces. 

Pandemonium broke loose. The play- 
ers, thinking Umpire Evans had been 
killed, gathered-around him and car- 
ried him quickly to the clubhouse, where 
he was attended by half a dozen physi- 
cians. 

The crowd, gered by the incident, 
began making threats against the bot- 
tle thrower. The police crowded into 
the bleachers to search for the bottle 
thrower. Duesenberg was pointed out 
by two other occupants of the stands, 
and he was arresteu. 

He admitted that he threw the bottle. 
He said that he was excited over the 
fact that Pitcher Howell's home run 
had tied the score, and threw the bot- 
tle aimlessly toward the field. He de- 
clared that he did not intend to hit the 
umpire. 


Police Restrain Crowd. 


So enraged were the people in the 
stands that they began shouting, 
“Lynch him." Several women fainted. 
The men in the stands made a _ rush 
for the exits to get on the ficid, evi- 
dently intending to administer sum- 
mary punishment to the bottle throw- 
er. 

The police kept the greater part of 
the crowds back, but several th usand 
angry men followed the captors of 
Duesenburg and threatened him. Capt. 
Schoppe of the Dayton Street Police 
Station, Patrolmen Quigley, Collier, 
Reeves and Hollingsworth finally got 
the prisoner out of the park in safety, 
Some of the crowd followed the police- 


men and the prisoner to the old Fair 
Grounds Station, determined to punish 
Duesenburg.

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THE WISDOM OF POPULAR LOANS. 

A popular loan is not necessarily one which is 
fully subscribed for in small amounts. 

New York publicly offered $40,000,000 of city 
bonds last week and the bids therefor ranged 
from a few dollars to hundreds of thousands in 
amount. . 

A public bond sale is open to everybody and the 
small buyer is as welcome as the larger one. 
When bonds are disposed of to syndfcates at pri- 
vate sale a small number of capitalists merely 
act as middlemen. Sooner or later the securities 
are widely distributed. 

It may be doubted if a city whose credit is 
good should ever dispose of bonds at private sale. 
Every such issue should contemplate the largest 
possible market and the conditions should be 
such as to invite the co-operation of all persons 
having surplus funds to invest. 

One reason why the public debts of Great 
Britain and France have been called a public 
blessing is to be found in the fact that consols 
and rentes are largely in the hands of the masges. 

If the rich may be attached to government by 
interest, so may the poor, for human nature in 
the cottage does not differ from human nature in 
the palace. 

It would be a good and a wise thing for this 
country if its financiers, statesmen and captains 
of industry would so arrange their legitimate 
stock and bond issues as to popularize them. The 
mass of the people are left too much to the tender 
mercies of wildcatters and swindlers, who are at 
least smart, enough to recognize the demand for 
securities of small denominations. 

The whole machinery of issuing, floating and 
transferring meritorious stock and bonds is in 
the hands of a limited class, which has done what 
it could to discourage small investors. 

After a few more popular bond sales shall have 
been carried to suecess, it is to be hoped that they 
will become habitual rather than exceptional. 
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Messila Valley, New Mexico, is boasting the 
largest dam in the world, bigger than the Nile 
dam, but in reality Danville, Ill., has the edge 
on either of them when Speaker Cannon is speak- 
ing emphatically.

Why, in some cases they are half 
asleep, some having been on the same car for fifteen 
or sixteen hours, with the exception of a few hours 
off in the afternoon, Now you have the cause. Here 
is the remedy. F6rce this company to hire men whose 
ages range from 28 to 37 years, and those that have 
been brought up in the city.

Of this, 
about $20 is spent every week for the table alone, for there are three meals 
to be supplied each day, and flour, sugar, tea, coffee and other expensive sup- 
plies to be kept stocked with. The family own their home, so there is no house 
rent to pay. 

“The cost of everything has just about doubled in the 
years,’’ said the housekeeper for the family. ‘Potatoes, 
staple articles show the greatest increase.”’ 

*I can run my table on $6 a weék,’’ said the housewife at 2031 Obear. There 
are just two of us in the family and 15 cents’ worth of meat is a plenty for us. 
We pay $12 a month rent and our income is $148 a: month.” 

There are four in the family a few doors beyond, at 2037, and their minimum 
weekly outlay is $7. Thirty cents’ worth of beef is required for a meal, while a pork 
roast sufficient for the family costs 75 cents. They use three pounds of butter 
a week, at 30 cents per pound. Their monthly income is less thar $100, but 
they own their own home. 

At 4611 Emily street is a family of six that spends $10 per week on the table, 
even though, as the mother said: ‘‘They make 15 cents’ worth of meat do for 
a@ meal).’’ 

Their income is $70 per month and they pay $12 for three rooms. This house- 
wife says that the price of necessities has doubled in the past three years.

Famous Statesman Is 70 Years 
Old; He Walks. and 
Drives Daily. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Sept. 16.—Grover 
Cleveland, the only living ex-President 
of the United States, is a sick man, but 
he is not as near unto death’s door 4s 
reports have pictured him. He walks 
and drives every fair day, and looks 
forward to the winter season when he 
may go to the Carolinas to shoot ducks. 

When a reporter for the Post-Dispatch 
went to see him in his home this morn- 
ing, he was taking a drive through the 
college grounds and out east of the 
town, accompanied by a trained nurse. 
When he returned he stepped from the 
carriage without any undue effort, ap- 
parently, and walked up the steps to 
the front veranda as briskly as would 
a man 10 years his junior. 

“Mr. Cleveland, it. has been reported 
that your health is net good, and I 
have been sent to ask you how you are 
feeling,” said the reporter. 

“Here Iam. You can sée how I feel,” 
he replied, a faint smile coming over 
his face. 

“Is it true, Mr. Cleveland, that you 
have decided to give up your duties with 
the insurance companies and not return 
to your New York offices?’ 

Not to Give Up His Work. 

“It is not.” This was with emphasis 
and without a smile. 

To one who had not seen the famous 
statesman for several years he seemed 
to have aged greatly. His hair and mus- 
tache are grayer, he is not so heavy by 
twenty or thirty pounds, his face is 
much thinner, and the flesh on his un- 
der jaw and throat, once so full and 
firm, now hangs in folds and is some- 
what shrunken. 

But Grover Cleveland is 70 years old 
and his physician has declared that, 
even with his perfect health, he might 
be expected to show signs of advancing 
age. He has led an active life and be- 
lieves in satisfying a usually hearty 
appetite. 

Dr. John Carnochan of Princeton 
keeps close watch on his distinguished 
patient. When seen today the physi- 
cian refused to discuss Mr. Cleveland's 
condition. The Post-Dispatch reporter 
learned, however, on the very highest 
authority that it is this tendency to be 
hearty in his eating which most alarms 
Dr. Carnochan, the nurse and Mrs. 
Cleveland. 

The ex-President has suffered at in- 
tervals from acute dyspepsia and it is 
known that a majority of these attacks 
have been caused by his disregarding 
his physician’s directions as to diet. A 
discouraging feature of the trouble is 
that each succeeding attack is more 
violent than the one preceding it and 
the effect on the system of a man 70 
years old is severe. 


Feared He Will Eat Teo Much. 
Indeed, it is generally accepted that 


= Carnochan fears Mr. Cleveland, who 

s just now said to be a most obedient 
ahaa will make bold to eat some- 
thing indigestible some day when neith- 
ec he nor his traineu nurse is at hand 
to prescribe, and thereby bring on an- 
other sudden attack, which may prove 
the last. 

But the head nurse declared emphat- 
ically to the reporter that acute dys- 
pepsia is Mr. Cleveland’s only serious 
complaint and that, with it under con- 
trol, there is no reason why he should 
not live many years yet. She says there 
is no kidney complaint or other or- 
ganic trouble. Mr. Cleveland has been 
a sufferer for many years from gout 
in one foot, but this does not impair his 
general health, and the nurse sald it 
was not to be considered in estimating 
his physical condition. 

*“‘How do you regard the health of Mr. 
Cleveland today as compared with what 
it was a year ago?’ asked the reporter. 

“I consider it much better. But, of 
course, he is 70 years old.”
